

Senior’s lodge may 
go ahead sooner 
than expected 

HAS injects $440,000 into Supportive 
Living in Oidsbuty

Christmas has come a little 
early for the Mountain View 
Management Board. 

Last Friday morning, at a 
press conference hosted by 
Health Authority 5, an an¬ 
nouncement was made by HA5 
CEO A1 Martin about a fund¬ 
ing allocation towards the pro¬ 
posed Didsbury senior's lodge. 

The lodge, which is being 
built by the Mountain View 
Management Board (MVMB), 
received $440,000 in funding 
under the Healthy Aging Part¬ 
nership Initiative (HAPI) from 
HA5. 

This funding will see 20 Sup¬ 
portive Living beds being built 
in the Didsbury lodge. 

Martin explained that a to¬ 
tal of $650,000 was handed out 
on Friday, with the majority 
going towards the Didsbury 
project and the remainder, 
$212,000, being put towards 10 
Supportive Living beds at the 
Golden Hills Lodge in Three 
Hills. 

The HAPI project saw six 
separate initiatives applying for 
funding. A committee of five 
community representatives 
within HA5 looked at all the 
applications and allotted the 
funding accordingly to two of 
the communities. 

The HAPI project began af¬ 
ter recommendations were made 
by a provincial government 
committee that was chaired by 
MLA Dave Broda, which looked 
at creative ways to support ag¬ 


ing in place. 

From the Broda Report came 
the idea of Supportive Living, 
which are residents who do not 
need around the clock supervi¬ 
sion and care as other Long 
Term Care residents do. 

Martin says that it is a prob¬ 
lem putting such residents into 
a nursing home environment. 

"There are too large of a 
range of residents who are be¬ 
ing asked to co-habitate in the 
same type of residence," Martin 
said. 

He says that it would be less 
expensive to run a Supportive 
Living residence, as a highly 
professional staff wouldn't be 
required. 

"We're trying to become a bit 
more proactive. We're trying to 
find some alternative ... It is 
beneficial to us from a cost per¬ 
spective, but beneficial to our 
residents as well." 

Martin says that the reason 
for the early announcement of 
the funding was to help kick 
start both the project in Dids¬ 
bury, as well as in Three Hills. 

MVMB Chair Judy Kaupp 
says that the board applied to 
HA5 in the form of a presenta¬ 
tion about the proposed lodge, 
and is delighted with this an¬ 
nouncement. She says that this 
funding will allow the lodge to 
begin construction earlier than 
expected. 

"It's a nice early Christmas 
present," she said. 

She says that now the lodge

will probably be built in stages, with the first 20 beds 
going in soon. 

"People need to realize that this is a reality," she said. 

CEO of the board, Doreen Wilson, says that about nine 
acres have already been donated to the MVMB by the Town 
of Didsbury and that they're currently trying to secure an 
additional nine acres from HA5, all of which is located on 
the land next to the hospital. 

Kaupp says that they are considering attaching the lodge 
to the hospital, so that many services and utilities could be 
shared. 

"It would really be cost effective," said Kaupp. 

Wilson explained that the lodge will have approximately 
50 suites, some of which will be specifically for couples. As 
well, the residents will have an option to bring their own 
furniture, or have a furnished suite supplied for them. 

"This will be a facility to meet everybody's needs," Wilson 
said. 

Kaupp agreed, saying: "You can 
move in and grow old gracefully. This 
is a new concept. It's very much home M 
for the residents." 

Wilson and Kaupp remind the com- jf 
munity that the lodge is always open 
to receiving donations. 

"Charitable receipts are available 
for regular or memorial donations," 

Wilson said. 

Currently, there are over 20 people on the waiting list for 
the Didsbury lodge.

School board records surplus 


Ideally school boards don't 
like to see large budget sur¬ 
pluses because it translates into 
additional money that could 
have been used to increase serv¬ 
ices and improve student learn¬ 
ing in the past year. 

However, this year Chinook's 
Edge has recorded a $1.8 mil¬ 
lion surplus which is largely 
due to uncertainty by school 
administrators over contract ne¬ 
gotiations. 

Schools budget for the year 
in May and staff contracts were 
not signed until June and the 
two month difference did not 
give schools a clear picture as to 
what their financial position 
would look like. 

Since labour makes up ap¬ 
proximately 88 per cent of the 
jurisdictions $67 million budget 
any uncertainty in salary in¬ 
creases can cause havoc with 
school based budgeting. That 
uncertainty caused schools to 
cut back slightly on the amount 
of money they budgeted for serv¬ 
ices and supplies. 

Superintendent Jim Gibbons 
says boards usually like to have 
three per cent of their total 
budget available for reserves in 
order for contingency purposes. 
In that regard $1.8 million is 
not an extraordinary surplus in 
a budget of that size, it only 
amounts to 2.5 per cent. 

However, school administra¬ 


tion has already taken steps to 
ensure the surplus is used up in 
the next fiscal year. 

"This year they (schools) have 
budgeted for a deficit and will 
use up the surplus," said treas¬ 
urer Susan Roy. "All in all we're 
pretty stable." 

Brian Semeschuk of Evancic 
Perrault Robertson Certified 
General Accountants conducted 
the audit for Chinook's Edge 
and one of their mandates is to 
put forward recommendations 
on how to help the division op¬ 
erate more efficiently. 

'We had a difficult time com¬ 
ing up with any significant con¬ 
cerns or recommendations," said 
Semeschuk. "Everything as far 
as we can see is fine." 

In spite of that statement 
Semeschuk did say that there 
were two areas that the board 
could improve on. 

One area was the way the 
accounts receivable are being 
handled. Semeschuk says it isn't 
a problem of a lack of security 
but maybe too much security. 

"It's not a question that 
there is a lack of controls, it's 
a question that maybe it's too 
laborious," he said. 

The recommendation by the 
auditors was that the school 
division conduct a review on 
the process to determine if 
there is a way to streamline 
the process. 

Trustee Stuart Little said 
that even though a review 


"It used to be that you never 
wanted to buy anything be¬ 
cause it wasn't worth all the 
paper work," said Little. 

Another concern the audi¬ 
tors had was in terms of the 
collection of school fees and 
the use of the collection serv¬ 
ice the schools use to clear up 
delinquent accounts. 

"It didn't seem that all of the 
schools were consistently us¬ 
ing this collection service," said 
Semeschuk. 

Gibbons said that school 
fee collection has always been 
a tough issue with school ad¬ 
ministrators. 

"It's certainly an issue with 
our schools and our princi¬ 
pals who are there to build 
relationships with the com¬ 
munity and the parents and 
then they have to put on this 
other hat of bill collector 
which is somewhat confronta¬ 
tional," said Gibbons. 

Those factors complicate 
things when it comes to school 
fees which is compounded by 
the fact the board collects fees 
in the first place. 

"Even the charging of school 
fees is an issue, certainly if we 
didn't have to charge them we 
wouldn't," said Gibbons. 

Semeschuk concluded by 
saying that he wasn't necessar¬ 
ily encouraging a more stringent 
collection policy, but a regular 
review so the board could write 
off bills that will never be col-

Despite school board rules 
to the contrary, there are stu¬ 
dents in several high schools 
in Chinooks Edge who rou¬ 
tinely carry knives to class, 
sources confirmed this week. 

“If it’s a really long one, 
then, yes, it is a concern. If it’s 
a little thumbnail size one, 
then no,” said Jim Gibbons, 
division superintendent. 

“What we get into is what 
size of a pocket knife is it?” 

A 17-year-old student was 
stabbed to death at the Lester 
B. Pearson high school in 
Calgary last week. A 16-year- 
old classmate faces a charge of 
second degree murder after al¬ 
legedly using a 10-inch kitchen 
knife to repeatedly stab the 
victim. 

Chinook’s Edge’s weapons 
policy prohibits possession of 
either firearms or knives on 
school property, said Gibbons. 
The division describes a 
weapon as “a firearm of any 
description or a knife or simi¬ 
lar item dangerous to others.” 

The Chinook’s Edge policy 
reads: “A student possessing 
a weapon...on school property 
may be suspended or recom¬ 
mended for expulsion, and the 
RCMP may be contacted.” 

“Any student using or 
threatening to use a weapon 
shall be reported immediately 
to the principal and reported 
to the RCMP, and then the 
student shall be suspended.” 

An adult student pulled a 
small knife on a 16-year-old 
student in the Olds high school 
last year, holding the weapon 
to the victim’s neck following 
an argument over a magazine.

firefighters looking 
for new recruits

Are you looking for an opportunity to serve your commu¬ 
nity? 

The Didsbury and District Fire Authority is looking for 
volunteers wishing to lend a hand in responding to emergency 
situations in the area. 

Local firefighter Greg Hnatiuk says that there are currently 
21 volunteers within the area, but that the authority needs at 
least three more to be at full staff. 

"But, we will take as many as are willing to come out," 
Hnatiuk said. 

He says that experience is not a necessity to become a 
firefighter, but that applicants must be at least 18 years of age 
and living and working within the Town of Didsbury. 

As well, he says that recruits must be able to respond to calls 
during working hours. 

Hnatiuk says that it would be nice if recruits had their First 
Aid and CPR tickets prior to joining, but that it is not 
necessary, as all training will be provided. 

Once interested persons have filled out an application form 
and a security clearance form, there is a three-month probation 
period where the basics of firefighting are taught to the 
candidates. Hnatiuk says that Firefighting I and Firefighting 
II are taught in-house, as well as other courses related to the 
position. 

After the courses are completed, recruits are then given a 
fire pager and are expected to respond to emergency situations 
around Didsbury. 

Hnatiuk says that if anyone is interested in becoming a 
firefighter in Didsbury, they can stop by the Fire Hall any 
Wednesday evening after 7 p.m. and pick up all appropriate 
forms. 

He says that firefighters are vital to the survival of a 
community. 

"This is an opportunity to help your community out," he 
said. "It is a necessary evil that we need a fire department and 
that we need firefighters." '

Where HA5 was once considered a somewhat "secret 
society" who seemed to operate without a lot of public 
input, now they are truly working on behalf of their 
residents and have become accountable to those people 
who require their services. 

Many attribute these changes to the new CEO A1 
Martin, and I tend to agree. Mr. Martin is always 
available to talk to about issues regarding our authority 
and is very up front about any changes or betterment the 
authority has planned for its residents. 

As a member of the media, 1 remember the days a year 
ago when phone calls were never returned, statements 
were never made and administration seemed to have gone 
into hiding. 

The changes that I've seen over the past 12 months are 
a great start for the authority. As a voice for my readers, 
as well as a resident of HA5,1 hope that the changes made 
by the authority continue to be beneficial to its residents 
and that this isn't the calm before the storm as many are 
suggesting.

By-law 99-17 

As the new traffic by-law has 
some changes, one of them is 
that 20th Street is now OFF the 
truck route. This means that 
trucks are no longer allowed to 
use this street to drive through 
town or to park anywhere along 
the street. They must use 19th 
Street to either park or as a 
means of travel. The fine for 
driving a truck in contraven¬ 
tion of this by-law is $50.00. 

Did you know? 

Bylaw 99-17(7) 

No person shall park an un¬ 
attached trailer of ANY type on 
any street within the Town lim¬ 
its of Didsbury. The fine for this 
is $30.00 

Bylaw 99-17(17)(m) 

No person shall park in any 
alley except when stopped tem¬ 
porarily for the purpose of and 
while actually engaged in load¬ 
ing or unloading. The fine for 
this is $30.00. 

Parking on the wrong side of 
the street is an offence under 
the Highway Traffic Act. This is 
considered to be “Improperly 
parallel parked on a highway.” 
Under the H.T.A. section 
lll(l)(a) the fine is $34.00. 


Making a U-turn between 
intersections is an offence un¬ 
der the Highway Traffic Act 
section 92(3). The fine for this 
offence is $57.00. This includes 
when a person makes a U-tum 
to angle park or parallel park 


on the opposite side of the street. 

When hauling garbage to the 
dump in a truck and/or trailer, 
the garbage has to be tied down 
or tarped over to prevent the 
garbage from falling out. The 
fine under the Environmental 
Protection and Enhancement 
Act, section 170(2), “Improper 
transportation of waste on a 
highway” is $115.00.

On October 30, the government held a public meeting in Fort 
Saskatchewan to give Albertans the opportunity to hear how the 
Alberta Heritage Savings Fund is working for them. 

The Heritage Fund was set up in 1976 as a source of income 
when oil and gas revenues are gone. It has gone through some 
changes since its creation, with a new focus on providing greater 
long-term financial returns, and still provides Alberta with a 
steady stream of income to help pay for the province’s needs. 
What started out as a $2.2 million investment is currently worth 
$12.3 billion (cost value). 

On the heels of a strong year in 
1999-2000, when the Fund earned 
nearly $1.2 billion from invest¬ 
ments, the first quarter of this year 
also looks promising. The Endow¬ 
ment Portfolio of the Fund recorded 
a net income of $153 million - an 
increase of $35 million over the same 
period last year. And for this fiscal 
year (ending March 31, 2000), the 
net income forecast is $850 million. 

In the 90’s, the Heritage Savings 
Trust Fund was restructured to¬ 
wards longer-term investment 
goals. Albertans said that they didn’t want the Fund to be used for 
specific capital projects anymore; and we listened. In order to 
accommodate this shift, the Fund was divided into two distinct 
portfolios - the Transition Portfolio to support the immediate 
fiscal needs of the Province and the Endowment Portfolio to 
maximize long term results. 

Each year, some money is transferred from the Transition 
Portfolio to the Endowment Portfolio. During the first quarter 
this year, $450 million was transferred and if market conditions 
allow, the total 2000-2001 transfer could reach $2.4 billion, which 
is double the 1999-2000 transfer. If this happens, final restructur¬ 
ing of the Fund could be completed ahead of the planned date of 
2005. 

The Heritage Fund has investments in bonds, real estate, 
domestic stocks, foreign stocks and other financial instruments. 
This year will mark the final payment of loans given out to other 
provinces. Between 1977 and 1982, six provinces borrowed money 
from the Heritage Fund - Manitoba, Quebec, Newfoundland, New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island. The last of 
these loans will be paid back this year. There have been no 
defaults and all interest has been paid. 

Albertans see direct benefits from the Heritage Fund today. 
Some of the money generated from investments goes to Alberta’s 
General Revenue Fund. From there, money is used to help fund 
health care, education, roads and all sorts of other programs. 
Those are benefits we can see around us every single day. 

It is important that the Fund is managed on a prudent basis 
and continues to focus on earning higher long-term returns, so 
the prosperity of today supports Alberta’s legacy to future genera¬ 
tions.

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How about a new voting system?

On election night the votes of 
millions of Canadians didn’t 
count. Once again, the Liberals 
won a majority of the seats in the 
House of Common seats (172 of 
301), with a minority of the popu¬ 
lar vote (40.8 per cent). They 
now hold unchallenged and un¬ 
accountable power for the next 
four years or so, even though the 
majority of us voted against them. 
In 1997 and 1993, it was much 
the same story. 

It’s even worse in the prov¬ 
inces. In B.C., Quebec and Sas¬ 
katchewan, each of the opposi¬ 
tion parties received more votes 
than the current government. 

And our electoral system ex¬ 
acerbates regional differences. 
The Canadian Alliance garnered 
about 1.9 million votes across 
the West for 64 of its 66 seats. 
But they also received more than 
one million votes in Ontario; for 
a paltry two seats. 

Meanwhile, the Liberals 
cleaned house in Ontario with 
about 2.3 million votes - about 
twice as many votes as the Alli¬ 
ance but 50 times as many seats. 
In the West, this electoral per¬ 
version continues. The Liberals 
received about 950,000 votes 
acrose the West - about half the 
Alliance - but got only one-fifth 
as many seats. 


In our system, some votes 
count more than others. The Lib¬ 
erals needed about 5.2 million 
votes to win 172 seats in Parlia¬ 
ment - an average of about 30,000 
votes per seat. 

The Alliance needed an aver¬ 
age of about 49,000 votes for each 
of its 66 seats. And NDP and 
Conservatives needed averages 
of about 84,000 and 130,000 votes 
respectively to win their 13 and 
12 seats in the House. 

Canada is one of just five ma¬ 
jor to still use this outdated sys¬ 
tem. Even Great Britain has 
started to abandon it. Recent elec¬ 
tions in Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales employed preferential bal¬ 
lots or proportional representa¬ 
tion. 

Under proportional represen¬ 
tation, the ditribution of seats 
and power is a function of the 
popular vote cast for respective 
candidates and/or parties. 

If Monday’s seats were allo¬ 
cated based on a pure propor¬ 
tional model, the Commons seat 
tally would be: Liberal, 123 (in¬ 
stead of 172); Alliance, 77 (in¬ 
stead of 66); Conservatives, 37 
(instead of 12); Bloc Quebecois, 
32 (instead of 38); NDP, 26 (in¬ 
stead of 13); and six “others” 
would each have won a seat in¬ 
stead of being shut out. 

Versions of proportional rep¬ 
resentation systems are em¬ 
ployed in more than 90 jurisdic¬ 


tions and can be tailored to re¬ 
flect the needs of different coun¬ 
tries. For example, some people 
believe a German system of com¬ 
bining first past the post and 
proportional representation 
might be suitable to Canada. 

In such a system you have 
more opportunity to vote for a 
political party rather than 
against it. And strategic voting 
becomes a thing of the past. 

Moreover, voter turnout is 
higher, by about 8%, in propor¬ 
tional systems. Canada has seen 
a distrubingdecline in voter turn¬ 
out over the past four elections 
from 75% in 1984 and 1998 to 
69.6% in 1993 to 67% in 1997. 
Monday’s turnout was a mere 
62.8%! 

Some may argue that this is a 
function of a vicious mudsling- 
ing campaign, but an equally 
compelling argument posits that 
voters increasingly feel that their 
vote just doesn’t count. 

Canada needs a new voting 
system so citizens must raise 
their voices. Monday’s vote 
marked the end of one campaign. 
The campaign for voting reform 
has just begun.

Send In The Clowns

Like most Albertans you 
probably think the days of the 
province throwing taxpayer 
money away on questionable 
grants are long since over. Ha! 
If only it was true. 

O.K., Alberta has cleaned up 
its act on the grant front. The 
Business Finanacial Assistance 
Limitation Act has reduced the 
incidence of public dollars be¬ 
ing eaten up by failing busi¬ 
nesses - no more Vencap ex¬ 
periments or Novatel disasters. 
And the grants that continue 
to exist have been streamlined 
with an accompanying reduc¬ 
tion in bureaucracy and cost. 
But don’t think for a moment 
that the province has overcome 
its need for a grant fix. 

Take, for example, $1 mil¬ 
lion in grants given to 
Riverwood Productions Inc. to 
film a 26 episode l A hour drama 
series entitled “Caitlin’s Way.” 
Or how about $10,157 to Miss¬ 
ing Link Productions Inc. to 
come up with an hour-long 
documentary entitled “Micro 
Loans in Canada and the Phil¬ 
ippines.” TV not your thing? 

Well, you can always take in 
a puppet show courtesy of Judd 
Palmer who received $9,000 for 
an experimental puppet pro¬ 
duction for adults entitled “The 
Portrait.” Feel the need to 
laugh and cry? 

Clown performances are 


Clown Theatre Society who re¬ 
ceived $65,280 from a plethora 
of grants. 

Perhaps you’re looking for 
something a little more pro¬ 
vocative? How about a produc¬ 
tion of “Touch” ($2,000), 
“Bent” ($7,000), or “Kink” 
($7,400) to satisfy your burn¬ 
ing desire for publicly funded 
artistic performances? 

The list goes on and on. But 
you get the idea. The provin¬ 
cial government seems to have 
more dollars than sense when 
it comes to delivering services. 

The aforementioned grants 
were awarded by the Alberta 
Foundation for the Arts, just 
one of many grant distributing 
agencies. 

The Foundation for the Arts 
churns out over $16 million 
worth of grants each year on its 
own and is also responsible for 
another $5 million for the Al¬ 
berta Film Development pro¬ 
gram. 

That’s a lot of money. 

There seems to be no short¬ 
age of projects to fund with the 
Foundation flying through ap¬ 
proximately 1,200 grant ap¬ 
proval each year. 

Many recipients receive mul¬ 
tiple grants for similar, if not 
identical, projects and other 
grants are bestowed on differ¬ 
ent groups for the same pur¬ 
pose (i.e. grants to the Full 
Moon Folk Club, the Northern 
Lights Folk Club, the Rocky 
Mountain Folk Club, etc., etc.). 

Some of the grants look sus- 


dies with book and magazine 
publishers receiving funds to 
cover their costs of production. 
Even big name celebrities like 
country music star George Fox 
are getting into the act (pardon 
the pun). 

Although there’s no indica¬ 
tion that Mr. Fox profited from 
an Alberta grant himself, Gfs 
Productions Ltd. did receive 
$60,000 to put together the 
“George Fox Special” Christ¬ 
mas TV show. 

So what’s going on here? Is 
this really how Albertans want 
to see public money spent? 

Why are we throwing money 
at TV and movie producers 
when we could be buying more 
MRI machines to shorten 
heatlh care waiting times or 
hiring more teachers to reduce 
class sizes? 

If all these productions were 
truly worthwhile wouldn’t peo¬ 
ple pay out of their own pocket 
to see them? 

Why are we footing the bill 
for “art” that, for all intents 
and purposes, has no value or 
meaning to the vast majority of 
Albertans? 

Sure the grants are derived 
from the Alberta Lottery Fund, 
but so what . 

The bottom line is that the 
money is public money. It’s time 
to start thinking about whether 
these grants are truly in the 
public interest or whether the 
money would be better spent 
elsewhere. 

And let’s face it - there re¬ 
allymo’t much.to think about.

Notes from Nigeria 


Dear Friends, 

This past weekend was the 
Senior play. We had planned on 
going Friday night 
but on Thursday the director. 
Ward Nicholson, was looking 
for someone to video tape the 
play. Dan sort of volunteered 
me but I willingly agreed to try. 
Due to a variety of circumstances 
nothing was firmed up until 15 
minutes before the play was to 
begin. It was a bit of a disaster. 
I was using the school’s camera 
and I had never used it before. 
Since it was a last minute thing 
I just got it set up (with help 
from Mark, another teacher) 
when the lights went out and 
the play started. It has auto¬ 
matic labeling, so it said Happy 
Thanksgiving in large letters 
through the middle 
of the picture. I did not know 
how to get that off and in the 
dark I could not see enough to 
figure it out. Also the instruc¬ 
tion booklet was missing - not 
returned by the previous user. ( 
I did get it the next day.) 

Fifteen minutes into the play 
the battery died. At the end of 
the first act 

I got Mark to come help and we 
put a charged battery in and 
managed to figure out how to 
get Happy Thanksgiving off. 
Ok, at least I can get part of the 
play. I’d work on getting the 
second half, after the intermis¬ 
sion, and only have to redo the 
first part. About 15 minutes 
before the end of the 
play the second battery died. I 
spent time of Friday reading 
the instruction book, recharg¬ 
ing batteries and making sure I 


knew how to use the thing. 

Friday night’s taping went 
much better. At least the power 
stayed on thoughout the time. 
Ward asked me to try again on 
Saturday from a different spot 
in the auditorium and to try to 
zoom in more to get facial ex¬ 
pression. So I was back again 
on Saturday night with a string 
of several extension cords, sta¬ 
bilizer and transformer. The first 
act went pretty well though I 
ended up watching the play 
through the video camera’s 
screen. The only problem was a 
power outage when one of the 
many connections came loose. 
There we were in the dark scram¬ 
bling to check all the connec¬ 
tions but we got it back on 
before the next scene started. 
The second half did not go so 
well. The brand new tape that I 
had, did not work. While we 


fiddled around with it we missed 
some of the play.

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Crossing guards vital to sate streets in Didsbury 



On any given school day, be¬ 
tween 3:10 and 3:35, approxi¬ 
mately 1100 students will pass 
through the narrow corridor 
between Ross Ford Elementary 
School and the Didsbury High 
School, sharing that small space 
with many motorists, cyclists 
and bus drivers. Each day at 
3:10, a group of dedicated stu¬ 
dents wearing bright orange and 
yellow vests position themselves 
at the crosswalks between these 
two schools to ensure that pe¬ 
destrians and motorists alike 
proceed safely through the area 
to continue on their way home. 

This may not be as easily 
accomplished as one might 
think. The fact is that a child is 
more likely to be a victim of 
traffic trauma than of any form 
of illness or disease. In an arti¬ 
cle in The Globe and Mail in 
October, 1999, this fact was il¬ 
lustrated by a set of accident 
statistics produced by The Ca¬ 
nadian Institute of Child Health. 
The studies revealed that: 

• Traffic injuries are the lead¬ 
ing cause of death and injury for 
Albertans under 30. 

• The fall months - October, 
November, and December - are 
the most deadly for child pedes¬ 
trians. 

• Six percent of injuries hap¬ 
pen to children on the way to 
school and 30 percent on the 
way home from school. Friday 
is the most dangerous day. 

• Mid-block crossing is the 
single most likely reason for 
injury. 

• Two-thirds of children’s

injuries occur in clear, sunny 
conditions. Eighty per cent oc¬ 
cur in daylight. 

• About 12 per cent of rush- 
hour traffic in cities consist of 
parents in private cars escort¬ 
ing their children to school. 

• The principle reason that 
so many younger children are 
struck down while walking is 
that they lack the ability, physi¬ 
cally or developmentally, to make 
safe judgements about traffic. 

The School Safety Patrol is 
an excellent example of a com¬ 
munity-based partnership be¬ 
tween schools, police and the 
Alberta Motor Association. In 
the 63-year history of the pro¬ 
gram, there has not been a sin¬ 
gle fatal pedestrian collision at 
a patrolled crosswalk. 

In Didsbury, the safety pa¬ 
trol is made up of 42 patrollers 
from Grades 5 and 6 at Westglen 
School. They undergo intensive 
training in the fall from Colleen 
Sim-Copeland of the AMA and 
are evaluated on a regular basis 
to make sure that the high 
standards of the AMA program 
are maintained. The students 
attend monthly meetings to re¬ 
view rules and responsibilities 
and to voice any concerns they 
might have regarding their du¬ 
ties. 

Each week, a different team 
reports for duty at 3:00 p.m. 
The Captain dons a patrol vest 
and picks up an Officer’s Record 
Book. Lieutenants pick up their 
vests and make sure they have 
their whistles. It is their re¬ 
sponsibility to determine a safe 


be used for preparing food for 
special occasions and for cook¬ 
ing classes. 

Noreen gave a report from 
the Executive meeting and re¬ 
ports were given from Sports 
and Culture Directors.

Moved by Inga 
Fobes that besides the usual 
goodie bags we provide wrapped 
gifts for the children. Each fam¬ 
ily is asked to bring a wrapped 
gift to put under the tree. 

John Kamp reported from the 


time for pedestrians to cross 
and a sharp blast on their whis¬ 
tle is the signal for the patrol¬ 
lers to set up or clear the 
crosswalk. Two patrollers are 
scheduled to work with each 
lieutenant. There are three pa¬ 
trolled crossings for them to 
man. So each day, ten members 
of the School Safety Patrol are 
on duty and prepared to escort 
parents and students safely 
across the busy streets border¬ 
ing the schools. 

The first tour of duty for 
rookie patrollers is quite an eye 
opener and they are routinely 
shocked at the lack of respect 
and outright carelessness of both 
motorists and the very pedestri¬ 
ans they are helping. Unbeliev¬ 
able as it sounds, even a few 
adults have sworn at patrollers, 
used vulgar language and rude 
gestures. Older students are 
sometimes rude and unwilling 
to follow the instructions of the 
patrollers. Cyclists forget that 
when they are riding, they must 
also obey the rules of the road, 
such as riding on the right side 
of the roadway and stopping at 
stop signs. Vehicles seem extra 
large and dangerous when they 
refuse to stop at the double line 
before the crosswalk and pull 
right up to the crosswalk itself. 
Then, of course, there are the 
drivers who really don’t have 
time to stop for the patrollers - 
so they don’t stop at all and 
drive right on through. There 
have even been instances where 
motorists have driven right be¬ 
tween the patrollers who are 


Foundation in Canada. This 
year 12 Scholarships of $600.

already positioned in the 
crosswalk. 

With their new awareness of 
the hazards of traffic control 
and the real risks that they 
present, the patrtollers are even 
more determined to make their 
crosswalks safe. They promptly 
report any motorist wbo seems 
to be creating a dangerous situ¬ 
ation. The licence number, a 
description of the car and the 
driver, if possible, are recorded 
and a complaint filled out and 
forwarded to the RCMP detach¬ 
ment for followup. The patrol 
quickly becomes very efficient 
at recognizing infractions and 
observing details needed for an 
accurate report to be filed. 

The Westglen School Safety 
Patrol is supervised by Judy 
McKetiak. She is “on patrol” 
with the students most days but 
feels that more adult supervi¬ 
sion would be an enormous help. 
Constable Steve Woolnough 
helps out when he can and par¬ 
ents of the patrollers have been 
volunteering time when their 
child has been on patrol duty. 
However, many of these par¬ 
ents work outside the home and 
can’t find time to help out. If 
anyone in the community would 
like to help out in this respect, 
please call Judy McKetiak at 
Westglen School. 

The School Safety Patrol is 
partially funded by the three 
schools in Didsbury and by a 
grant from the Community Serv¬ 
ices Board. If any individual, 
business or service club would 
be interested in helping to spon¬ 


sor the school patrol, again, 
please call the school. Your sup¬ 
port would be greatly appreci¬ 
ated. 

There are several ways that 
the work of the School Safety 
Patrol could be made a lot safer 
and easier: 

1. Speak to your own chil¬ 
dren and emphasize the impor¬ 
tance of obeying traffic rules 
and respecting the instructions 
from the patrollers. 

2. Obey traffic signs in the 
area around the schools, e.g. 
right turn only out of the Ross 
Ford parking lot, no driving in 
the bus lanes, drive 30 km/h OR 
LESS in the school zone espe¬ 
cially at peak times, stop at the 
double lines before the 
crosswalk. 

3. If at all possible, avoid 
picking children up right at the 
school. The patrollers are there 
to help younger children cross 
the road. Arrange to pick them 
up away from the congested area 
between the two schools. 

4. If you really feel that you 
can’t afford to be held up by the 
patrollers controlling traffic, 
avoid the area altogether. 

5. Always use crosswalks 
yourself when coming to pick 
up your children. 

6. Never motion to your chil¬ 
dren to cross the street to your 
vehicle. 

7. Show respect for the ef¬ 
forts of the School Safety Pa¬ 
trol. They are children doing 
their best to make sure that 
other children, your children, 
are safe on the street after school.

Holiday fire safety lips 


Cook safely 

Cooking fires are very 
common during the holi¬ 
day season in Alberta 
homes. 

• Use a temperature- 
controlled deep fat fryer 
for frying. If you are using 
a pot, keep a proper fitting 
lid nearby. If a grease fire 
starts, carefully cover the 
pan with the lid to smother 
the flames. 

• Never leave frying 
food or cooking oil unat¬ 
tended on a hot stove. 

• Keep combustible ma¬ 
terials such as paper, 
cardboard and plastics 
away from the stove. 

• Wear short or tight- 
fitting sleeves when cook¬ 
ing. Loose sleeves can 
catch fire over the hot 
stove. 

• Don’t store things 
over or behind the stove. 
People burn themselves 
reaching over the stove. 

• Avoid cooking when 
sleepy or drowsy from the 
influence of medication or 
alcohol. 

• Turn pot handles in 
to prevent children from 
pulling them down. 

• Do not use defective 
electrical appliances; have 
them checked and serv¬ 
iced. 

Using candles 

Candles are a major 
cause of destructive fires 
during Christmas. 

• Avoid purchasing can¬ 
dles with flammable deco¬ 
rations such as paper spi¬ 
rals or foil. 

• Mount candles firmly 
on metal or glass 
candleholders and place 
them in fire-resistant con¬ 
tainers large enough to 
hold any melted wax. 

• Never use lit candles 
to decorate a Christmas 
tree. 

• Keep lit candles away 
from paper decorations, 
curtains, clothing and 
spray from aerosol cans. 

• Never leave children 
or pets alone in a room 
with lit candles. 

• Snuff candles out 
when the festivities are 
over. Never let candles 
burn down to the bottom. 

• Forbid children and 
teenagers from lighting 
candles in bedrooms 
where the open flame can 
easily start a fire. 

Space heater safety 

• Place all space heat¬ 
ers at least one metre 
(three feet) away from 
anything that can burn 
(wallpaper, bedding, cloth¬ 
ing). 

• Turn off and unplug 
space heaters when you 
leave the room or go to 
sleep. 

• Don’t leave children 
or pets unattended with 
space heaters. 

• Check electric space 
heaters for frayed cords 
or overheating. When un¬ 
plugging, pull the plug, 
not the cord. 

• Use only the recom¬ 
mended fuel for liquid- 
fuelled space heaters. 
Never use gasoline. Al¬ 


ways turn off the heater 
and let it cool before refu¬ 
elling. 

• An unvented heater 
(non-electric) can produce 
deadly amounts of carbon 
monoxide. Ensure fumes 
are vented outdoors. 
Fireplace safety 

• Bum small amounts 
of wood at frequent inter¬ 
vals. 

• Don’t burn paper, 
wrapping paper or pine 
boughts. This can cause 
sparks to drift out of your 
chimney and ignite your 
roof or a neighbour’s 
house. Also large fires or 
burning gift-wrap can set 
the creosote in your chim¬ 
ney on fire. 

• Have your chimney 
checked by a professional 
each winter and cleaned if 
necessary. 

• Use a screen in front 
of the fireplace to keep 
sparks and embers in. 

• Never use gasoline or 
other flammable liquids to 
light a fire. The vapours 
will explode. 

• Get rid of ashes in a 
metal container and never 
store them in your home. 

• Make sure the fire is 
out before going to bed. 
Embers can re-kindle a 
fire. 

Supervise children 

Boredom, lack of su¬ 
pervision, curiosity and 
access to matches, light¬ 
ers or open flames can lead 
a child to play with fire. 
Protect your children 
from fire this holiday sea¬ 
son. 

• Keep matches out of 
sight and out of reach of 
children. 

• Supervise children at 
all times when they are in 
a room with a fireplace, 
Christmas tree, lit can¬ 
dles, space heater or other 
open flame or hot surface. 

• Keep smoker’s mate¬ 
rial out of children’s reach. 
Children in homes where 
smokers live are more 
likely to play with fire. 
Christmas tree safety 

A Christmas tree can 
brighten your house, but 
make sure it isn’t a fire 
hazard. 

• Place the tree away 
from exits and heat 
sources. 

• Never decorate a tree 
with burning candles. 

• Check tree lights for 
damaged or loose connec¬ 
tions. Discard damaged 
light sets. 

• Replace burnt-out 
bulbs immediately or 
other bulbs may overheat 
and become a fire hazard. 
Replacement bulbs should 
have the correct wattage/ 
voltage. 

• Avoid overloading 
electrical outlets and in¬ 
spect all extension cords 
before using. 

• Switch the tree 
lights off at bedtime or 
when leaving the hosue. 

• If a tree catches fire, 
do not try to move it. 

Use a fire extin¬ 
guisher, if available, to 
put out the flames. 


If not, evacuate the 
house and call the fire 
department. 

Keeping live trees 
safe 

• The more fresh and 
moist a tree is, the safer 
it is. 

• Select a tree with 
needles that do not pull 
easily from the branches 
or break when gently 
bent. 

• Clean the tree stand 
with mixture of one cup 
of water and a capful of 
bleach. 

• Re-cut the trunk di¬ 
agonally five centimietres 
above the old cut and 
immediately place in wa¬ 
ter. 

• Always keep the wa¬ 
ter level in the tree stand 
above the cut line. 

• Remove the tree as 
soon as possible after the 
holidays. 

• Never burn a tree in 
a fireplace or wood stove. 

Keeping metallic 
trees safe 

• Never use electric 
lights on metallic trees. 
Use spotlights to illumi¬ 
nate the trees from a safe 
distance. 

Test your smoke 
alarm 

Working smoke 
alarms provide early 
warning of smoke and 
fire danger. 

• Test your smoke 
alarms to ensure they are 
in working condition by 
drifting smoke from a 
snuffed-out candle. The 
alarm should sound 
within 20 seconds. Fan 
away the smoke to si¬ 
lence the alarm. 

• Clean your smoke 
alarms by gently 
vaccuming the inside. 
Also wipe the inside of 
the cover with a damp 
cloth. 

• Replace non-work¬ 
ing smoke alarms or dead 
batteries immediately. 

• Never remove the 
batteries from smoke 
alarms for other uses or 
to silence them. 

• Give the gift of life - 
wrap up a smoke alarm 
this Christmas! 

Plan your escape 

• Plan and practise a 
fire escape. Plan two 
ways out of every room. 
Be careful when 
smoking 

• Never smoke in bed 
or when drowsy from 
medication or alcohol. 

• After a party, check 
for fallen cigarette butts, 
especially in sofas and 
behind cushions. A fallen 
cigarette butt can smoul¬ 
der for hours and start a 
deadly fire on uphol¬ 
stered furniture. 

• Keep matches and 
lighters away from chil¬ 
dren. 

• Let cigarette butts 
and ashes cool in a cov¬ 
ered metal container or 
flush down the toilet. Do 
not dispose of them in 
the trash can with other 
combustibles.

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QUESTION: Are there times when good, loving par¬ 
ents don’t like their own kids very much? 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, just as there are times in a good 
marriage when husbands and wives don’t like each other 
for a while. What you should do in both situations is hang 
tough. 

Look for ways to make the relationship better, but 
never give up your commitment to one another. That is 
especially true during the teen years, when the person we 
see will be very different in a few years. Wait patiently for 
him or her to grow up. You’ll be glad you did. 

QUESTION: I majored in education at a state univer¬ 
sity and was taught that children will provide their own 
motivation to learn if we give them an opportunity to do 
so. My professors favored a “student-led” classroom 
instead of one that depends on strong leadership from the 
teacher. The children will then want to learn rather than 
being forced to learn. Do you see it that way? 

DR. DOBSON: I certainly agree that we should try to 
motivate kids to work and study and learn. They’ll enjoy 
the process more and retain the information longer if 
their motivation comes from within. So I think your 
professors are right in saying that we should capitalize on 
students’ natural interest whenever we can. But it is 
naive to believe that any educational program can gener¬ 
ate that kind of interest in every subject and sustain it for 
a majority of students day in and day out. That is not 
going to happen. 

Kids need to learn some things that may be boring to 
them, such as math or grammar, whether they choose to 
or not. A former superintendent of public instruction in 
California reacted to the notion that children have a 
natural interest in everything adults think they should 
know. He said, “To say that children have an innate love 
of learning is as muddle-headed as to say that children 
have an innate love of baseball. Some do. Some don’t. Left 
to themselves, a large percentage of the small fry will go 
fishing, pick a fight, tease the girls, or watch ‘Superman’ 
on the boob tube.” 

This educator was right. Many students will not invest 
one more ounce of effort in their studies than is required, 
and that fact has frustrated teachers for hundreds of 
years. Our schools, therefore, must have enough struc¬ 
ture and discipline to require certain behavior from 
children whether or not they have a natural interest in 
the subject being taught. 

QUESTION: In one of your early books you talked 
about something you gave to your daughter that symbol¬ 
ized the importance of moral purity. Please describe it 
again. 

DR. DOBSON: Yes, many years ago Shirley and I 
gave our daughter a small gold key. It was attached to a 
chain worn around her neck and represented the key to 
her heart. She made a vow to give that key to one man 
only — the one who would share her love through the 
remainder of her life. You might consider a similar gift for 
your daughter or a special ring for your son. These go 
with them throughout adolescence and provide a tangible 
reminder of the lasting, precious gift of abstinence until 
marriage and then fidelity to the mate for life. I still 
recommend this approach enthusiastically. 

QUESTION: Our teen-age daughter has become ex¬ 
tremely modest in recent months, demanding that even 
her sisters leave her room when she’s dressing. I think 
this is silly, don’t you? 

DR. DOBSON: No. I would suggest that you honor 
her requests for privacy. Her sensitivity is probably 
caused by an awareness that her body is changing, and 
she is embarrassed by recent developments (or the lack of 
them). 

This is likely to be a temporary phase, and you should 
not oppose her in it.

• The CWB negotiated a new supply agreement with Japan last 
week. The CWB will supply Japan with a minimum of 1.2 million 
tonnes of high quality milling wheat and at least 25,000 tonnes of 
food-use barley in 2001. Actual prices will be determined through 
weekly tenders. 

•President and CEO Greg Arason will speak to directors and 
delegates about marketing and transportation issues at Agricore’s 
third annual meeting on Thursday, November 30 in Edmonton. 

• The CWB’s 5th annual Moving Up Market conference, 
entitled “E-Agriculture - A Site to Behold” is being held at Red 
Deer’s Capri Hotel and Conference Centre from December 3 to 5, 
2000. Experts in e-business will show farmers how to harness the 
power of the Internet to add value to their operations. For more 
information, contact the CWB’s Caroline Wiley at (204) 983-4236, 
fax (204) 983-4993 or e-mail at movingupfucwb.ca. 

From elevator to port 

• Four companies participated in the tendering process for rail 
cars this past week. Southwest Terminal (Gull Lake, SK), Ritchie 
Patrick Agencies (Viking, AB), Northwest Terminal (Unity, SK), 
and Northeast Terminal Ltd. (Wadena, SK) were awarded a total 
of 154 railcars for movements of wheat and durum to Thunder Bay 
and Vancouver. 

• Rail car unloads of all grains at Vancouver for week 17 (week 
ending November 26) were 3,508 compared to 3,621 last week. Rail 
car unloads at Thunder Bay totaled 2,109 cars, up from 1,794 last 
week. Unloads at Prince Rupert were 527, compared to 386 a week 
ago. 

• Primary elevator space in the week ending November 26 was 
19 per cent, down from 20 per cent the previous week. Primary 
elevator space by province is as follows: Manitoba - 21 per cent, 
Saskatchewan - 17 pier cent, Alberta 22 per cent.

CWB NOW 

Advising malting bar- 
ley growers 

When you’re selling a prod¬ 
uct, you want to ensure that 
you’re offering something that 
people want to buy. 

And that’s the basic premise 
behind the Malting Barley 
Industry Group’s annual rec¬ 
ommended malting barley va¬ 
rieties list. 

The 2001-02 list was re¬ 
cently released and should 
now be available in elevators. 

It will also be listed in the fall 
issue of Go Malting!, in pro¬ 
vincial seed guides and is 
posted on the Canadian Wheat 
Board’s Web site at 
www.cwb.ca. 

This is the fourth year that 
the Malting Barley Industry 
Group has published the list. 
It’s designed to give farmers a 
signal of likely market demand 
for specific malting barley va¬ 
rieties. 

The Canadian Wheat Baord 
and other barley marketers 
selling into domestic and in¬ 
ternational market identify 
future market demand each 
year. 

They use their customers’ 
demands to forecast what va¬ 
rieties are likely to be the best 
sellers in the next crop year. 

This means that some vari¬ 
eties, such as Stein move up 
the list, while others move 
down. 

For example, in four years 
AC Oxbow moved from having 
an “increasing demand” to 
“declining demand” then to 
“not recommended” on the 
2001-02 list. 

For two-row varieties 
Harrington is at the top of the 
list, but other more recently 
registered varieties are catch¬ 
ing up in terms of production 
acreage in Western Canada. 


: Malting barley 


AC Metcalfe, CDC Stratus, 
CDC Kendall, Stein and Merit 
are increasingly being grown 
instead of Harrington because 
of their superior agronomic 
qualities as well as growing 
marketing opportunities. 

These new varieties have 
been carefully developed, se¬ 
lected and tested before regis¬ 
tration to confirm that they 
at least match, and in most 
cases exceed, the strengths of 
Harrington in malting and 
brewing performance. 

Domestic Canadian 

maltsters and brewers are al¬ 
ready using substantial quan¬ 
tities of these new varieties. 
In addition, test cargoes of AC 
Metcalfe, CDC Kendall and 
CDC Stratus were shipped by 
the CWB to major customers 
in China with positive results. 

This followed similar suc¬ 
cessful commercial tests with 
Stein a few years earlier. 

Commercial sales of these 
varieties have now been made. 
Other customers in China, 
Latin Amercia and South Af¬ 
rica are evaluating these new 
two-row varieties. 

But as a farmer, you want 


to grow a barley variety that 
you feel sure will do well on 
your land. 

Before buying seed, farm¬ 
ers should study the list and 
also take into account other 
factors such as disease resist¬ 
ance and the suitability of a 
variety’s agronomic character¬ 
istics in their farming area. 

The Malting Barley Indus¬ 
try Group advises farmers to 
consult their local provincial 
agricultural representative 
about agronomic qualities of 
the varieties. 

As well, your local elevator 
manager can advise you about 
the potential acceptance of par¬ 
ticular varieties. 

International malting bar¬ 
ley markets are steadily im¬ 
proving. Canada maintains ap¬ 
proximately 25 per cent of the 
global trade in malting barley 
and 15 per cent of global trade 
in malt.

Call Nicole at 
the Didsbury Review 
at 335-3301. 
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On breakfast tables 
in Japan, thick slices of 
white loaf bread made 
primarily from Western 
Canadian wheat have 
replaced rice. 

Japan is one of the 
CWB's top three cus¬ 
tomers for wheat, im¬ 
porting about 1.30 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of wheat 
annually - primarily No. 
1 Canada Western Red 
Spring. 

This wheat, with a 
protein level of 13.8 per 
cent, is blended with 
other imported and do¬ 
mestic wheat to make 
bread and Chinese-style 
noodles. 

About 200,000 tonnes 
of No. 2 Canada West¬ 
ern amber Durum at 13 
per cent protein is also 
imported for the pro¬ 
duction of Italian-style 
pasta. 

Pasta is gaining 
popularity among Japa¬ 
nese consumers. De¬ 
spite repeated efforts by 
other competitors to 
break into this market, 
Canadian durum com¬ 
mands 100 per cent of 
the Japanese durum 
market as a result of 
the high quality of our 
durum and excellent 
service provided by the 
CWB. 

Critical to the CWB's 
sales and marketing 
work is the CWB's To¬ 
kyo office staffed by 
three. General Manager 
David Iwaasa is respon¬ 
sible for the overall 
marketing of CWB 
grains in Japan and 
assists in marketing 
efforts in Korea, while 
his assistant Scott 
Morita concentrates 
primarily on the Japa¬ 
nese market. 

Together they work 
to maintain the CWB's 
long-standing relation¬ 
ship with the Japanese 
Food Agency (JFA), the 
government’s sole pur¬ 
chasing agency for 
wheat and barley in 
Japan. 

It was the CWB's 
growing sales position 
with the JFA that led to 
the establishment of the 
Tokyo office in 1961. 
And almost 40 years 
later, the JFA contin¬ 
ues to purchase about 
1.2 million tonnes of 


CWB wheat and barley 
every year. 

To showcase Cana¬ 
dian wheat's high qual¬ 
ity, David and Scott 
recently organized a 
bread baking contest 
that required entrants 
to use flour containing 
a blend of at least 60 
per cent Canadian 
wheat. 

David said he was 
overwhelmed with the 
response from 118 bak¬ 
ers from throughout 
Japan who entered this 
new contest. 

Twelve finalists were 
selected to participate 
in a bake-off. The two 
winners are receiving a 
trip to Western Canada 
next spring to learn 
more about Canada's 
baking and wheat in¬ 
dustries. 

Another recent mar¬ 
ket development effort 
was the Canadian In¬ 
ternational Grains In¬ 
stitute Durum Wheat 
and Pasta program held 
in Winnipeg for 19 Japa¬ 
nese durum semolina 
millers and pasta pro¬ 
ducers. 

Japan also imports 
sizeable volumes of Ca¬ 
nadian malting barley 
in the form of malt. In 
the 1999-00 crop year, 
Japan topped the list of 
CWB feed barley cus¬ 
tomers, buying 342,000 
tonnes. 

With a limited 
amount of arable land 
available for growing 
animal feed, it's cheaper 
for Japanese beef pro¬ 
ducers to feed their cat¬ 


tle on imported feed 
barley. 

The Japanese also 
purchase small quanti¬ 
ties of food-use barley 
used to make barley tea, 
a popular summer bev¬ 
erage, and pearled bar¬ 
ley to be mixed with rice 
as a nutritional supple¬ 
ment. 

Japan is a key mar¬ 
ket for Canada. 

The CWB is commit¬ 
ted to maintaining 
Canada's position as the 
top supplier of premium 
wheat to Japan, as well 
as working to find new 
markets for Canadian 
wheat and barley within 
Japan and Korea.

Ken Williamson of Alberta Agriculture, 
Red Deer, answers questions concern¬ 
ing the Water Act. 


On Nov. 29 in the Multi-Purpose Room of the Memorial Complex, the Didsbury 
Ag Society presented an information seminar with representatives from the District 
Agriculture office in Olds, a well water specialist from the Red Deer Office and reps 
from Alberta Environment to discuss the issues related to registering water rights 
for traditional agricultural use. 

The seminar was very well attended, with 79 people, who were informed as to how 
to proceed with the registration process, eligibility, and who to contact for further 
information and assistance with completing the forms. 

A lively question period followed the presentation and attendees found the 
seminar to be very informative. 

The most important point made was that the registration process is free, 
voluntary and highly recommended to ensure that traditional agriculture opera¬ 
tions claim the water. The deadline for applications is Dec. 31, 2001 and all water 
usage after this date will require a licence.

Saskatchewan Wheat Pool 
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UGG Members direct several concerns 
toward Canadian Wheat Board President 


UGG farmer delegates and 
directors attending the com¬ 
pany’s 94th annual members’ 
meeting in Edmonton di¬ 
rected a number of concerns 
toward Greg Arason, Presi¬ 
dent and CEO of the Cana¬ 
dian Wheat Board, following 
his presentation to the meet¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Arason fielded ques¬ 
tions on a wide range or is¬ 
sues, including: 

• Transportation - Gordon 
Cresswell of Tisdale, Sas¬ 
katchewan expressed his con¬ 
cern over the CWB’s involve¬ 
ment in transportation and 
the potential for this to ad¬ 
versely affect the movement 
of non-board grain. 

UGG delegates later sup¬ 
ported a resolution calling 
for the removal of the CWB 
from its role in transporta¬ 
tion. 

• Ontario Wheat Produc¬ 
ers’ Marketing Board - Mr. 
Arason was asked whether 
the CWB would consider giv¬ 
ing farmers an opt-out pro¬ 
gram as is the case in On¬ 
tario. 

For two years, wheat 
farmers in Ontario have had 
the option of selling wheat 
through the OWPMB or di¬ 
rectly to customers on their 
own. Mr. Arason replied that 


the CWB board of directors 
has considered the Ontario 
program and has decided not 
to provide such an option to 
prairie farmers. 

• Image campaign - Del¬ 
egates questioned the recent 
sharp increase in communi¬ 
cation and publicity costs at 
the CWB. 

A resolution was later 
passed calling on the CWB 
to cease its self-serving im¬ 
age campaign and return 
those funds to farmers 
through the pool accounts. 

• Openness - Retiring 
UGG director Roy Piper 
asked why the results of a 
producer survey conducted 


by the CWB in 1999 were not 
publicly released. The sur¬ 
vey reportedly showed that 
about two-thirds of farmers 
no longer supported the 
CWB’s monopoly. Arason re¬ 
plied that the CWB board of 
directors decided not to re¬ 
lease the information. 

• Value-added opportuni¬ 
ties - UGG delegate Vern 
McNeely of Warner, Alberta 
asked why the CWB was 
standing in the way of pasta 
plants and other value-added 
ventures in western Canada. 
He felt the CWB was a “road¬ 
block” to further processing 
on the prairies. 

• Conflict of interest - Mr.

Arason was asked about his 
recent appointment to serve 
on an Advisory Committee of 
CanRail West, a wholly 
owned subsidiary of 
OMNItrax, and whether this 
might compromise the CWB’s 
dealings with other railway 
companies. 

UGG president Ted Allen 
says the issues raised by del¬ 
egates and directors under¬ 
score the importance of mov¬ 
ing to a voluntary Canadian 


Wheat Board. “Many of these 
issues would cease to exist if 
farmers were given more 
marketing choices.” 

A resolution in support of 
a voluntary CWB was passed 
by a strong majority of del¬ 
egates.

Albertans will be asked to help shape the province’s 
future fiscal policy by reponding to a public consultation 
survey launched by Premier Ralph Klein and Provincial 
Treasurer, Steve West. 

This fiscal survey will be one of two important pieces of 
mail that Alberta households receive the week of Novem¬ 
ber 27. 

The public consultation survey titled It’s Your Money 
and the first of their Alberta Energy Tax Refund cheques 
will both be mailed out. 

“Today we enjoy a healthy economy and quality of life 
second to none thanks to the hard work and wise choices 
made by Albertans. 

Still, managing prosperity has its own set of challenges 
and important decisions must be made. That’s why we’re 
tunring to Albertans once again to help define a new course 
for the future,” said Premier Klein. 

The Provincial Treasurer added, “In the previous con¬ 
sultation, 1998’s Talk it Up, Albertans told government to 
pay down the debt, reduce taxes, and then put money into 
priorities like health and education. 

That advice shaped fiscal policy for the last two years 
and will continue to, as long as we have a debt. 

The results of this survey will provide us with a fiscal 
map to follow when the province is debt-free in as little as 
two years.” 

It’s Your Money, asks Albertans how best to use interest 
savings and unpredictable resource money once the prov¬ 
ince’s accumulated debt is gone. Specifically, It’s Your 
Money asks Albertans to: 

1. Rate priorities in the area of tax reductions, increased 
spending, savings 

2. Decide which methods of taxation to reduce or elimi¬

3. Rate priorities for program spending. 

The survey, estimated to cost in the $300,000 range, 
provides background information for Albertans to con¬ 
sider before filling in their choices. In addition to a list of 
choices, the survey gives Albertans an opportunity to add 
their own ideas. 

Anyone who wants a survey and hasn’t received it by 
December 5 should call 310-4455 toll-free. Albertans have 
until December 20 to repond by mail, fax, telephone or the 
Alberta Government website at www.gov.ab.ca. 

Also hitting mailboxes next week will be over two 
million cheques - that’s the first installment of the $150 tax 
refund cheques for Alberta taxpayers. 

All Alberta taxfilers over 16 are eligible, and those who 
haven’t received Energy Tax Refund cheques by the second 
week of December can call 1-877-599-5107 toll free. The 
line becomes operational November 27.
